‘Career  Men’  Seen  Military  Problem 


MAJOR  JAMES  A.  Gerwiclt, 
Commander  of  the  4467th  Radar 
Evaluation  Flight  of  Hill  Air 
Force  Base,  told  the  first  an- 
nual state-wide  AFROTC-Spon- 
sor  Conclave  held  here  Saturday 
that  “the  most  serious  problem 
confronting  the  military  in  its 
attempt  to  keep  well-qualified 
men  and  women  in  the  service, 
is  one  of  educating  the  civilian 
populace  on  the  importance  of 
having  skilled  men  and  women 
guarding  the,  frontiers  of  nation- 
al defense.” 


Maj.  Gerwick  stated  that  the 
expense  of  training  one  jet  pilot 
was  equal  to  the  entire  cost  of 
completely  educating  four  brain 
surgeons.  The  difference  lies 
the  fact  that  pilots  are  leaving 
.the  service  at  an  alarming  rate 
and  the  expense  of  replacing 
these  individuals  is  “fantastic.” 
To  illustrate  this  point,  he  stat- 
ed that  the  cost  of  replacing  en- 
listed men  who  leave  the  service 


| in  one  year  is  equal  to  the  year- 
ly increase  in  national  debt.

SPEAKING  OF  the  nation’s 
radar  defense  system,  iviaj.  Ger- 
wick indicated  that  although  bil- 
lions had  been  spent  to  safe- 
guard this  country  against  en- 
emy attack,  new  methods  of 
aerial  warfare  may  reduce  the 
time  and  distance  factors  neces- 
sary for  adequate  warning  to  be 
given  for  evacuation. 


Maj.  Gerwick-  concluded  his 
talk  by  showing  various  meth- 
ods used  in  present  radar  and 
counter-electronics  systems. 


“SOME  CONCEPT  of  the 
enormous  cost  of  our  radar  de- 
fense network  may  be  gained  if 
you  know  that  some  two  and 
three  inch  electronics  tubes  used 
in  this  equipment  cost  $200 
apiece.”  he  said. 

In  his  final  remarks,  Maj. 
Gerwick  pleaded  for  increased 
participation  in  Ground  Obser- 
ver Corps,  and  urged  cadets 
scheduled  for  active  duty  to 
consider  the  Air  Force  as  a car- 
eer, not  a short :time  assignment. 

INDIVIDUAL  group  meetings 
of  sponsors  and  cadets  followed 
the-breakfast.  The  sponsors  were 
addressed  by  two  air  steward- 
esses from  Salt  Lake  City. 

Dr.  Albert  L.  Fisher,  Brigham 
Young  University  political  geog- 
rapher, concluded  the  conclave 
with  an  address  on  the  political 
and  strategic  position  of  West 
Germany  and  its  relationship  to 
world  security. 

DR.  FISHER  stressed  West 
Germany’s  natural  resources  po- 
tential and  said  that  “a  decision 
by  West  Germany  to  join  the 
Communist  force  could  very  well 
result  in  the  birth  of  a single 
Eurasian  State  completely  dom- 
inated by  the  Communists.” 

Representatives,  present  at  the 
conclave  voted  unanimously  in' 
a decision  to  make  the  conclave 
a semi-annual  affair. 

The  College  of  Southern  Utah 
will  host  the  meet  when  it  is 
held  next  fall.  . 


New  Machine 
Will  Help  in 
Photosynthesis 


A NEW  AUTOMATIC  record- 
ing spectrophotometer,  purchas- 
ed recently  by  Brigham  Young 
University  for  $7,500,  will  aid 
Dr.  Leo  P.  Vernon,  associate 
prqfessor  of  chemistry,  in  his 
research  study  of  plant  photo- 
synthesis. 

The  spectrophotometer  records 
the  effect  of  light  on  different 
levels  of  colored  compounds  in 
chloroplast.  Hence,  Dr.  Vernon 
hopes  to  examine  the  concen- 
tration of"  colored  matter  in 
chloroplasts  and  determine  the 
nature  of  the  biochemical 
action  in  photosynthesis, 

ABOUT  TWO  weeks  ago  the 
Atomic  Energy  Commission  ap- 
propriated $8,560  to- Dr.  Vernon 
to  further  his  studies  in  bio- 
I chemistry,  specifically  photo- 
synthesis. Photosynthesis  is  the 
process  by  which  plants  in  the 
presence  of  sunlight  convert 
carbon  dioxide  from  the  air 
to  sugars  and  then  liberate  oxy- 
gen from  the  plant.  The  process 
is  done  by  the  plant’s  chloro- 
plast, which  the  new  spectro- 
photometer records. 

Recognized  for  his  research, 
Dr.  Vernon  recently  succeeded 
in  isolating  and  purifying  a new 
cytochrome  (plant  pigment) 
from  a photosynthetic  bacter- 
ium. 

HE  RECEIVED  his  bachelor 
of  arts  degree  in  chemistry  from 
BYU  in  1948.  Specializing  in 
photosynthesis  and  cytochrome 
chemistry,  he  received  his  doc- 
torate at  Iowa  State  College  in 
1951.
